March Madness took on another 
meaning for everyone in the 
sports world during the week of 
March 9 — a week like none other 
in the history of organized sports 
with the acceleration of the coron- 
avirus (COVID-19) in the United 
States. 

The Madness was not the 
bouncing of basketballs in arenas 
around the country. Instead it was 
organization after organization 
trying to determine the viability 
of continuing to operate — particu- 
larly after the suspension of the 
NBA season and the cancellation 
of the NCAA Division I Men’s and 
Women’s Basketball Champi- 
onships. 

And NFHS-member state high 
school associations were among 
those organizations faced with 
making decisions because the 
heightened state of the coron- 
avirus pandemic occurred in the 
middle of state high school bas- 
ketball tournaments across the 
country. While 13 states had com- 
pleted their tournaments, the re- 
mainder were faced with tough 
decisions throughout the week. 

By the end of that week, an- 
other four states were able to com- 
plete their girls and boys 
basketball tournaments — al- 
though all of these states had to 
impose extreme limits on the 
number of fans in attendance. 

About two-thirds of our mem- 
ber state associations had to shut 
down their tournaments. At this 
point, 19 state associations have 
cancelled their state basketball 
tournaments, while 15 others have 
postponed or suspended their 
events, although the hope of com- 
pleting them seems to fade with 
each passing day. 

In addition to basketball, some 
states were in the midst of con- 
ducting ice hockey, gymnastics 
and swimming championships. 
While most of those sports cham- 
pionships, along with wrestling, 
were completed, some states were 
forced to suspend or cancel these 
as well. 

Because of varying information 
from state health leaders, the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention (CDC) and state 
governors, some states were able 
to continue playing longer than 
others. Each state’s high school 
basketball tournament is one of 
the anticipated events of the year 
—particularly for residents in 
towns with schools playing for a 
state title. 

From start to finish of state bas- 
ketball tournaments in the 50 
states plus the District of Colum- 
bia, more than one million fans 
trek to gymnasiums to watch 
these events. This year, however, 
many of these fans, along with

Coach Andy Place is retir- 
ing as the Boyne City High 
School Cross Country coach. 
Place will be replaced by for- 
mer Pellston coach and cur- 
rent Boyne City English 
teacher Chelsey Herrmann 
next season. Place has 
coached Cross Country for a 
combined 33 years (12 years

Coach Place stated “I was 
prepared to retire at the end 
of the 2014 season.

FAVORITE MEMORIES 


Ihave so many great mem- 
ories and a story for every 
running situation. However, 
Thad a special memory this 
last season at the Northwood 
University Invitational. I felt

sity coaches, Frankenmuth

son Jesse Place, who is an as- 
sistant coach at Saginaw 
Heritage High School. Many 
of my runners became part 
of my family. I was very for- 
tunate to coach 3 of my own 
children. Now, it’s time to 
help coach grandkids. 


HISTORY 


In September 1987, Place 
received a phone call that 
would change his life. The 
call was from Mike Wallace 
the Principal /Athletic Di- 
rector at Boyne Falls. The 
Northern Lakes 

Conference was just 
adding Cross Country to 
their athletics. He convinced 
Place to coach. During the 
next 12 years, the Loggers 
won 6 Northern Lakes Con- 
ference Championships and 
a Regional Championship. 
The teams were ranked in 
the top 15 in the state in the 
early-mid 1990’s. There were 
multiple individual and team 
MHSAA State Meet Quali- 
fiers through the years, in- 
cluding one All-State runner 
(Joe Westbrook). Prior to the 
1997 season, Boyne City Ath- 
letic Director, Chris Brilin- 
ski, contacted Place to see if 
there was a way to bring 
Cross Country back to Boyne 
City High School. An agree- 
ment was made for Place to 
coach both teams. The 1997 
BCHS team was mostly girls, 
including Place’s daughter 
Amy, Beth Stackus, and 
Charlotte Stackus-Brandt. In 
1998, Jane Stieber, a 13-year 


old freshman, became one of 
the top runners in the area 
including qualifying for the 
State Finals. After the 1998 
season, the Boyne City 
School Board added Cross 
Country back to its varsity 
sports. The Rambler girls 
won the Lake Michigan Con- 
ference Championship in 
1999 behind Stieber, Stackus- 
Brandt, Mindy McCutcheon, 
Kelsi Brewer, and Emily 
Bricker. In 2000, senior 
Jackie Cyr (now married to 
Charlevoix AD Travis Gar- 
rett) joined the team and 
earned All-State. In 2001, the 
girl’s team won the LMC 
Championship again, the 
team finished 5 th at the 
State Finals and Jane Stieber 
earned All-State honors. The 
Rambler teams have gone 
through ebbs and flows since 
those first years. The girl’s 
team qualified for the State 
Finals in 2002 behind Re- 
gional Champion There- 
seann (The Machine) 
Zimmerman, Carly Stieber, 
Amy Anderson, Lindsay 
Mansfield, and Katie Martin 
(who would eventually be- 
come Pole Vault State Cham- 
pion). Thereseann finished 
4th at the State Finals to 
earn All-State with a school 
record time of 18:32 on the 
MIS course. During the next 
several years, the Rambler 
Cross Country team became 
the sports team everyone 
wanted to join. There were 
as many as 50 athletes run- 
ning in one season for the 
Ramblers. The increased 
number led to the 2014 boy’s 
State Finals qualifying team. 
Three years before that, Gar- 
rett Fogo had been the only 
male runner. In 2014, Fogo 
was surrounded by team- 
mates Ethan Book, Derek 


Willis, Dominic Santina, 
Trevor Day and transfers 
Kory Skop and Eli Haas. 
Since the 2014 season, the 
Ramblers have sent a num- 
ber of runners to the State 
Finals including AveryStadt, 
Emily Sterling, and all three 
Maginitys (Cliff, Will, and 
Ava). Stadt and Ava Maginity 
earned All-State honors. Last 
season, Ava Maginity tied 
Thereseann Zimmerman’s 
school record when she won 
the Regional race and then 
went on to finish 7 th at the 
State Finals.

Hungry bears may come after bird feeders 


Michigan black bears soon 
will be rising from hiberna- 
tion and searching for a re- 
plenishing meal. In order to 
help local communities avoid 
potential conflicts with 
bears, the Department of 
Natural Resources recom- 
mends that residents con- 
sider taking down bird 
feeders and removing any 
food sources that might at- 
tract wildlife. 

Black bears are primarily 
found in the Upper Penin- 
sula and the northern half of 
the Lower Peninsula. During 
hibernation, bears rely on 
fat reserves to keep them 
nourished. Bears rising from 
their dens will be hungry 
and in search of their next 
nourishing meal. 

Despite the abundance of 
natural food sources avail- 
able in the springtime, bears 
prefer bird feeds and suet be- 
cause of their high fat con- 
tent and easy accessibility. 
When bears discover a bird 
feeder filled with a calorie- 


rich meal, they won’t soon 
forget and could become re- 
peat visitors. 

“Bears are creatures of 
habit. Once they have found 
a reliable food source, they 
will return until the food 
source is removed,” said 
DNR large carnivore special- 
ist Cody Norton. “While it 
can be exciting to see a bear, 
providing them food can 
cause problems for you, your 
neighbors and the bear.” 

Bears that rely on human 
food sources can regularly 
encounter people, too, often 
causing them to lose their 
natural fear of humans. A 
habituated bear is not easily 
scared out of an area and 
will continue to visit the 
area looking for a meal. This 
could result in a bear caus- 
ing property damage and/or 
having to be relocated or eu- 
thanized. 

Food sources that can at- 
tract bears to your yard in- 
clude bird feeders, trash 
cans, grills, pet foods, api-
